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A SUBSCRIBER referring to a recent editorial in THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN asks this question, “Why do ad- 
vancing prices. stimulate retail trade?” 
adnan: We are naturally surprised that the 
Prices. Statement should be questioned at all, for 
the reason that it is founded upon a quite 
well understood fixed law of economics, a law that 
is universally accepted, and one that is hardly open 
to question, other than for enlightenment, hence we 
assume the enquiry to be in good faith. Possibly also 
there are others among our readers, to whom an ex- 
planation may be of benefit, hence this explanation. 

An intending buyer naturally aims to buy at the 
lowest obtainable price. If he delays buying, and the 
price of that which he wishes to buy advances, he cer- 
tainly must lose in money, just to the extent of what 
has been the amount of the increase in price during the 
interval of his waiting. On the other hand, the con- 
ditions are exactly reversed as to the buyer in event of 
a declining market. If he buys at once he must lose 
in money to the exact extent of the difference in price 
at the time he bought, and the lower price at which he 
could have bought at any stated subsequent time. 

Thus in a rising market people are induced to buy 
quickly, for fear more must be paid later on, and in 
a falling market they are correspondingly slow to buy, 
for the reason that delay promises lower prices. The 
rule is, of course, not alone applicable to retail trade, 
but groverns buying by merchants, manufacturers and 
all trading. 

General prosperity naturally brings advancing mar- 
kets and high prices. When everybody has more 
money than is usual with them, they buy more, and of 
better quality than usual, hence the unusual demand 
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reduces the supply all along the line and prices natur- 
ally advance as the supply decrease. The country is 
now wonderfully prosperous. Crops have béen enorm- 
ously abundant and everybody who strives for it has 
money, more money in fact than usual, and as a conse- 
quence, buyers are plentiful, everything is in strong 
demand and prices are correspondingly high. ‘These 
conditions apply to the hardware and stove trade at 
the present time. Iron is high because there is plenty 
of money to build railroads, steel buildings, public 
works and other things in which iron enters, hence 
the demand for iron has been such from all these in- 
dustries that must have it, that the ore owners and iron 
makers finding it difficult to supply what is asked for 
are in a position to ask for what they have, prices that 
would not be thought of under different conditions. 
It is so in nearly all lines of supply whether for sus- 
tenance, comfort, labor, ornament, or amusement, and 
it is well it is so. 








THERE is little real cause for uneasiness over the 
catalogue house matter as a competitive feature. The 
fact that catalogue houses are in a way 

Home foreign concerns that seek to take money 
Trading. out of local circulation in all parts of the 
country to be invested where practically 

none of their patrons are interested, is very much 
against the whole proposition. It is true people will 
nibble at it more or less. They will nibble at anything 
that is new to them, from religious fads down to three 
card monte or the shell game. Most of them get bitten 
somewhere in their investigative meanderings, of 
course, but as long as the world stands there will be 
people who will nibble and bite occasionally at any- 
thing, just‘’as they do to-day and just as they have 
always done. To some extent, of course, sales that 
should have been made by local merchants have gone 
to catalogue concerns. Probably in the aggregate the 


amount of money thus diverted is very large, but when 
it is all figured up and the amount thus diverted is 


checked up against the accounts of the losers by the 
operation, the amounts individually considered are 
trifling in extent. Local sentiment, particularly in in- 


terior towns and cities, is to a degree seriously op- 
posed to any invasion by rank outsiders. The local 


interest and local pride that centers in people who 
make their living through local enterprises, and whg 
consequently are loyal to home interests are not of the 
kind who are apt to be led away from home to any 
great extent in the distribution of their earnings, so 
there is little to fear from outside endeavors to entice 
it away. Catalogue houses are of comparatively recent 
origin, and as is the case with all new-fangled things 
there are people whose curiosity prompts them to take 
a gainble at them just once at least, but the confidence 
necessary to make steady customers is wholly lacking 
in the foreign house arrangement, and it is but natural 
that people should look upon them with more or less 
suspicion, for the reason that there can be no direct 
intercourse and nothing is known of the concerns spe- 
cifically, therefore there is a hesitation about sending 
away good money on uncertain missions that may or 
may not bring satisfactory results. In other words, 
when one ships money away to a remote place on the

strength of a catalogue picture, a cleverly written de- 
scription and an enticing price, it is a gamble pure and 
simple, and an arrangement that will not satisfy the 
average home buyer. Pictures are more or less de- 
ceptive in their nature, and surely none are made to 
look worse than the goods portrayed; catalogue de- 
scriptions that are written by high-priced experts are 
not apt to omit any glittering features of expression 
that may contribute to the getting of orders. The eye 
is appealed to, the mind is wrought upon and the purse 
strings coaxed skillfully by these people, and as a re- 
sult the victim is too often induced to expect something 
better than will be received. All this is possible. A 
little unfavorable experience along these lines is nearly 
always sufficient to convince one of the advantage 
of home trading. They are apt to learn that with 
transportation charges and other expenses incurred 
added, the things they need may be had at home stores 
quite as cheaply as elsewhere, all things considered, 
and that the opportunities for selection and exchange 
at home possess advantages that overcome whatever 
gain may be looked for through catalogue house trad- 
ing. 

A little unfavorable experience in catalogue house 
buying is commonly sufficient for enlightenment, and 
enlightenment, together with such direct education that 
is applicable, and that may be derived from any in- 
telligent and fairly inclined local merchant, together 
with an examination of qualities, merits, values and 
prices of goods in the home store will, we believe, 
ultimately determine for reasoning minds the advan- 
tages as well as the right of trading at home. 








Eight years of good business and plenty of work, 
after a five-year period of hard times, has put our 
great union of states in a position of 
Good Times financial security that it would take 
ego years of untoward conditions to under- 
y- : ‘ 
mine. And there are no signs of a 
break. All lines of trade and industry are on the 
boom. Crops are in splendid condition, the railroads 
are doing a tremendous business and the banks are 
taking good care of all legitimate and mercantile re- 
quirements. There is not an inch of ground for the 
skeptically inclined to stand upon. There is no room 
for doubt. The condition of trade shows no abate- 
ment of activity. The factories, the railroads, the 
farms are calling for men. Help is’ wanted on every 
hand, in every line of trade and industry and higher, 
ever higher with every revolution of this terrestrial 
ball of ours rises the tide of our national prosperity. 
In corroboration of these statements we refer to the 
proofs to be found in the reports compiled by glean- 
ers in the various fields of official information. Care- 
ful study of the situations in all departments of hu- 
man endeavor has made possible the ascertainment of 
existing conditions to a degree of certainty which 
renders perfectly dependable the reports circulated 
for the guidance of the business world. Upon these 
sources we can draw with perfect confidence for en- 
lightenment as to prevailing conditions. This assur- 
ance being vouchsafed us we may assume that we 
know whereof we affirm. 
Taking then as authority the knowledge of trained 
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harvesters of facts we feel fortified in our position 
when. we predict for the season that is upon us a con- 
tinuation of the favoring influences which have for 
the past eight years been bearing us on to a higher 
plane of financial advantage. That this will as cer- 
tainly be ensured to the working as to the financial 
classes is an assumption not without reason. With 
the growth of business enterprise invariably ensues 
an accretion of benefit to the laborer, for with the 
accretion of capital in the hands of employers is sure 
to follow in corresponding measure promotion in the 
interests of the employed. 

Resuming contemplation of conditions present and 
prospective as outlined by expert financial authority 
we find that but few states in the Union are unpre- 
pared to report as sharing in the general tide of pros- 
perity. Yields increased over those of last year are 
the rule in crop reports from all points. The railway 
situation is reported as sound and healthy and no 
diminution in the volume of business is looked for be- 
fore the close of another year.

Very clever merchants, and 

quite as clever interested advertising peo- 

ple have given the problem much study and experi- 

ment, and the result is always the same, though, pos- 

sibly, in varying measure in accordance with differing 
opportunity and other altering conditions. 

Curiously enough the matter of percentage of saving 
effected cuts but little figure, as it has been demon- 
strated to a nicety that whenever cents alone remain 
to indicate the price it is not nearly so attractive as 
when even minute fractions are clipped from full 
dollars to bring the resulting net price. In other words, 
the seventy-five-cent article billed at seventy-one cents 
is not so attractive a proposition as the five-dollar one, 
billed at four dollars and ninety-eight cents, or the 
three-dollar article at two-ninety-nine. A study of the 
proposition with comparisons of results as they work 
out brings many contradictory conclusions and awak- 
ens much interest among merchants concerned, but 
the popularity of the fraction proposition as a sale 
inducer is unfading and ever present, and the work- 
ings of the human mind as it applies to the proposition 
is, in the light of results, seemingly past finding out. 

To whoever among our merchant readers have not 
used the fractional prices as an attraction, it is recom- 
mended for trial, for the sake of the amusement afford- 
ed and the profit to be derived from it from an adver- 
tising point of view, as well as otherwise,

As illustrating the resources of the man who stands 
for the “square deal,” as opposed to the one who only 
thinks he stands for the same proposition, and who 
side-steps it whenever occasion invites, a little story 
of a business deal is fitting.

It was one of those deals that are alto- 
gether too remote from infrequency, in which the pro- 
spective “steady patron” talks that ancient and silvery 
fairy fable about “large orderings,” “pushing the 
brand,” “spot cash on delivery” and other concommi- 
tant “dope,” to squeeze the price way down below the 
bottomest notch of bottom notches. In this case, it 
seems, it worked, and the price was fixed a whole lot 
lower than John’s conscience approved of, but the 
“spot cash on delivery” end of the deal looked good, 
and “helped some,” so the arrangement was duly 
closed. 

For a period covering a couple of orders on the con- 
tract, matters went along in accordance with the “score 
card.” Then Mr. Buyer began to tire and wobble, and 
slip cogs in his payments, until he got round to a clean, 
regular thirty-day sag in settlements of accounts, so 
John began to get busy figuring for a strangle hold 
that would make the lagging end of the deal sit up and 
take notice, and it came round in this way. At an 
extremely busy period of retailing, a big, juicy, choice 
and varied order came in, with “busy,” “immediate,” 
“rush” and “hurry” stamped upon or bristling all 
through it. Mr. Dealer was busy; all polish makers 
were busy. The dealer, low in stock, needed the goods, 
and John felt it the time to get in his work, so he didn’t 
work; he waited. Days passed and still he waited, 
notwithstanding the frequency and urgency of tele- 
phone calls and hot-foot letters clamoring for the 
goods. John simply waited and “stalled,” and no in- 
formation went out to the dealer concerning the delay 
in filling the order, until after a period of over three 
weeks of John’s “stalling.” Then the telephone began 
to look tired and the faces of special delivery postmen 
and district telegraph messengers became wonderfully 
familiar, and John got in his fine work. A ’phone 
came in, a hot one, from the head of the big concern 
whose order had been held up nearly thirty days, and 
John answered it. This substantially records the con- 
versation “T want to speak to Mr. Ayling at once. 
This is Mr. Ayling, what is it? Mr. Ayling, 
you have my order for polish dated nearly a month 
ago. I have written and ’phoned and telegraphed and 
messengered you almost daily. I haven’t had a particle 
of polish for a month and something must be done 
d——d quick. What ?**:—xx? is the matter?” 


Here was the chance that John was starving for, and 
“Mr. 























, there is nothing at all wrong that I know of. 
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We have your letter, your telegrams, your special mes- 
sengers and all that kind of thing all right, and we 
have plenty of the goods you want, but you will re- 
member that by contract you agreed to pay spot on 
delivery in consideration of the price we made you. 
Of late you have ignored this end of the bargain and 
have taken on each order a full thirty days’ extra time 
to get the money tous. So, to help you to keep your 
agreement, we have purposely held up your order for 
thirty days to give you a chance to save up the money 
to pay for it when it reached you, as per your written 
agreement.” John’s “call” was effective, the goods 
went along at once, and payments by the concern have 
been “spot” or by advance check ever since. This is 
the case wherein a little “sand” conquered a whole lot 


of wind.

A new proposition has been lately put up to the 
advertising ethicists with whom the decision rests as 
to what copy shall or shall not be accepted by the mag- 
azines and the newspapers with ultra-conservative con- 
sciences. Consistency is a jewel, I know, as much in 
ethics as in anything else, and it is seeming strange, 
therefore, that magazines refusing to carry soothing 
syrup, gold mining and sanitarium copy, can continue 
after the expose of which we all have cognizance to 
carry the copy of certain firms who have their mail 
addressed to the Union Stock Yards in Chicago. If, 
as certain savants have asserted, potted chicken and 
spoiled veal are sometimes interchangeable terms, how 
can any magazine which in moments of ill-considered 
enthusiasm refuse with sanctimonious rectitude to 
permit its columns to be contaminated by advertise- 
ments of a far less harmful character accept such copy 
and, as the Chinese say, “save its face”’. 

Far be it from me to wish to see anything printed 
which might be considered a lapse from proper cen- 
sorship of advertising and I think that a pronounced 
extreme on the side of exclusion is a far less evil than 
laxity on the other side, but we must confess to the 
possession of a certain amount of curiosity as to how 
violent has been the upheaval in the puritan con- 
sciences of certain righteous advertising managers as 
the result of the very latest of the exposes which oc- 
cur in this country with clock-like regularity. It 
would take too long to work this idea out by what 
logicians call the “process of exhaustive reasoning,” 
but if it be wrong for a magazine to assist the pos- 
sessor of a quantity of swamp land in his efforts to 
make it undergo a metamorphosis and appear as a 
gold mine, it must surely be equally wrong to assist 
the packer to get rid of two-year-old veal masquerad- 
ing as chicken. If it be wrong to carry an ad for a 
certain patent medicine on the theory that the con- 
sumer knowingly or unknowingly imbibes alcohol, 
how can a magazine justify itself in permitting the 
packer, hitherto respected and respectable, to sell for 
“choice smoked beef tongue, carefully selected,” 
“lumpy jaw smoked beef, carefully selected.” How 
can it, we say? There is surely no justification in the 
fact that the “lumpy jaw tongue” has been “carefully 
selected” for fear a healthy tongue might by any 
chance have been used.

Woven wire, designed for fences for animals and 
as a protection to agriculture and flocks, is ordered to 
be cleared free of duty, like barbed wire, by the Vene- 
zuela government.

on September 14th.

The liabilities are reported at $4,000, with 
assets $2,500. 

Strobel Brothers, hardware dealers of Eureka, 
South Dakota, are making extensive improvements in 
a store building recently purchased by them. An ad- 
dition of sixty feet in length is being made for the care 
of vehicles and farm machinery. 

The Hardware Supply Co., of Urbana, Ohio, has 
made important improvements in its store. A separate 
room has-been provided for displaying stoves and a 
new Office has been built in a locality of the premises 
heretofore given over to an open court. 


There is far more twine going out for the corn 
harvest this year than last, and dealers are well satis- 
fied with the trade. The indications are that a much 
larger percentage of corn will be- saved for fodder 
than has been done for several seasons. 

The race riots in Atlanta, Georgia, has had the effect 
of creating an urgent and great demand for firearms 
and ammunition of all kinds.

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SINGLE PIPE AND SIDE WALL REGISTERS. 








Following is a contribution to the subject indicated. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In reply to “Honi Soit Qui Mal .y Pence” we beg 
to say that when side wall registers for first floor resi- 
dence room heating were first put on the market we 
were very doubtful about their success for the reason 
that they did not permit sufficient opening between the 
usual studding to let out the necessary amount of 
warm air to heat a good sized first floor room. This 
condition was very soon discovered by the makers of 
side wall registers and was corrected, and now it is 
difficult to find a side wall register on the market that 
does not permit sufficient opening to supply the re- 
quisite amount of warm air for not only one room, but 
two, that is, one room on the first floor and one on the 
second floor. When this was accomplished, it occurred 
to us that the system could be used with advantage 
over the old style in many cases and we recommended 
and made some plans along this,line, and we have had 
invariably good success and all that have used our 
plans as suggested have been highly pleased with the 
results. 

As an example, and perhaps the best answer we 
could make to your correspondent, is a letter we en- 
close to you from Mr. W. W. Webber, of the firm of 
Webber Ayers Hardware Co., wholesale hardware, of 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, regarding his furnace put in 
last winter. Mr. Webber wrote us some time in mid- 
summer, 1905, that he wished to secure a furnace to 
heat his ten-room house. We sent him our furnace 
book,. and advised him what we thought it was possi- 
ble to do with the Round Oak furnace; our methods 
were used, and he decided to send us his blue prints 
and upon receiving the plan, adopted it and ordered his 
furnace, and the two letters enclosed, one written Jan. 
27th, 1906, and one March 12th, 1906, tell the story. 

Mr. Webber’s residence was satisfactorily heated 
with one half the usual number of warm air pipes in 
the basement, and each register to the lower rooms 
carried a wall pipe to a room upstaits. It is possible 
to have ideal warm air heating in a residence without 
any question of failure, or of a single pipe to operate 
in a satisfactory manner. To accomplish this it is nec- 
essary for the furnace man who plans the job to have 
full information concerning the building to be heated, 
and with this he. should be able to plan a successful 
furnace job, providing a circulation is so swift and 
easy through the furnace casing and up into the house 
that a reasonable amount of fuel should be required to 
do the work. 

The success of a great many jobs is jeoparized by 
listening to the plaints of the purchaser that things 
should be changed around to suit his notions in such 
a way that the furnace could not possibly give satisfac- 
tion. We are glad to say that whenever we go up 
against a proposition where our plan will not be fol- 
lowed, we prefer to lose the sale of the furnace rather 
than have it go in and disappoint the buyer. All! fur- 
nace people should know just as well before the, fur- 
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nace is put in how every pipe will work as they do 
afterward, and we think the furnace man by allowing 
the purchaser to change his plan in any way that he 
knows will jeopardize the success of the furnace, cer- 
tainly is not working’ for his own best interests. We 
believe the furnace man should make his plan and live 
up to it and convince the purchaser by lucid explanation 
of the situation that the best results in the long run 
will be secured by following his suggestions literally.

PATTERN FOR A "Tt. 


We submit a development for a T where the pipe 
is of the same diameter throughout, and intersecting 
at right angles, showing the pattern geometrically de- 
veloped, and also a short method. In using a short 
method as described here it will only: give the pattern 
approximately correct. We show here an end elevation 
plan and pattern. In practice all there is necessary 
will be the half circle A I D, but to be able to describe 
the problem clearly we show the part forming the T 
and also the plan E F G H. Now, divide the plan 
into any number of equal spaces and project the points 
to the elevation and shown there by the numerals 1, 2, 
3, 4, 5,6, 7. At right angles to the line F Y draw the 
line K L; on it set off the spaces from 1 to 12 of plan. 
By comparing the spaces of the plan and elevation it 
will be found they are all equal, and their positions are 
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then proceed to get an approximate pattern by the 
following method: Draw line K L equal to the cir- 
cumference of the pipe; divide it into four equal parts 
and draw lines through these divisions at right angles 
to K L; these divisions are here shown by lines J K, 
N 10, P 7,Q 4 and ML. Make the distance J K 
equal to what the length of the stub should be, and 
draw line J M. Now, with Q as center and radius 
equal to half the diameter of the pipe draw the half 
circle S R T; with the same-radius and S and T as 
centers respectively, strike arcs crossing the half circle 
at UV. Mark the points a and b on line J M at a dis- 
tance from P and M according to the amount of ma- 
terial there is desired to use for riveting. Set the 
compasses equal to the diameter of the pipe; with a 
as center strike arc at X and with U as center and the 
same radius strike arc crossing arc at X; do the same 
with the points b V, locating the point W. With X 
and W as centers, and using the same radius strike 
arcs at U and b V, as shown by arrows. Reproduce 
this again in the space J P. This is drawn a little

not changed by spacing the half circle direct from A 
to D by half the number of spaces shown in plan; in 
fact, only one-half of that number are needed to de- 
velop the pattern. It can be seen that by drawing a 
quarter of a circle with a radius equal to one-half of 
the diameter of the pipe and dividing it into any num- 
ber of equal spaces, then drawing a line at right angles 
to one of the straight sides and on it set off 4 times the 
number of spaces that the quarter of a circle is divided 
into, will produce the pattern, by drawing lines parallel 
to K L from points 1, 2, 3, 4 of end elevation, and 
drawing lines at right angles to K L and parallel to 
F Y, through the intersections of these lines draw the 
curved line as shown from J to P and from P to M. 
This will give the correct intersection. 

In order to fasten the stub to the pipe there is usual- 
ly additional material allowed which is flanged out 
partly and left flat at the points J, P, M; at these 
points the material is widened so as to permit of draw- 
ing one or two rivets through the pipe and stub, which 
would then give the pattern the appearance as shown 
by the dotted curve line at U V 6, Seeing that.the 
correct development is not necessary to produce. the 
pattern, as additional material must be allowed, we can 


from the correct curve to avoid confusion and also per- 
mit ready comparison. This may also be done in prac- 
tice by setting the compasses a little less than half the 
diameter of the pipe when drawing the half circle S R 
T, so as to allow for flanging. We have not shown 
how to lay out the hole in the pipe, because in practice 
this is done by placing the stub upon the pipe after it 
is prepared and marking the pipe and cut with a chisel 
and curved snips.

The tin prospects in the United States are covered 
in an annual report of the Geological Survey. During 
1905 there was no actual production of metallic tin 
in this country, the only ore output being a very small 
quantity from Alaska placers. The most active tin- 
mining work is being carried on around King’s Moun- 
tain and Lincolnton, N. C., and Gaffney, S. C., where 
machinery has been placed at several mines. An esti- 
mate of the tin output in foreign countries for 1905 
is as follows: Malay States, 65,565 net tons; Bolivia, 
13,646 tons ; Banka, 11,155 tons ; Cornwall, 5,040 tons; 
Australia, 5,028 tons; Billiton, 2,715 tons; total, 103,- 
142 tons. This amount is about the same as that of 
the 1904 production.

HARDWARE. 

Hardware is exceedingly ‘active for the season. 
Following a general movement to higher levels of 
prices running through the line the remnants among 
manufacturers of hardware specialties are withdraw- 
ing quotations to jobbers and readjusting prices and 
discounts. 

There continues a noticeable tendency among:buyers 
for retail to increase orders over the same season of 
1905, the aggregate running in the neighborhood of 
20 per cent in volume. Apparently this is a hedging 
process against anticipated further changes in jobbers’ 
discounts. In many lines manufacturers’ stocks have 
been pretty well exhausted and a shortage of labor and 
in shipping accommodations is working to both manu- 
facturers and jobbers. 

Retail trade throughout the week has been excellent 
in nearly all hardware lines. Stocks are becoming 
much depleted in assortments and urgent orders for 
immediate shipment are more common than usual. 
Jobbers report collections excellent and discounting of 
bills more prevalent than at this season in a number 
of years. 

Tin and galvanized ware have advanced 5 per cent. 
the increase touches a wide range ef products. 
Sledges and cast steel wedges have been advanced 
7% per cent. Bright wire goods have been advanced 
to a point that will put the discount to retailers about 
go and Io per cent. 


PIG IRON. 
Prompt delivery iron is bringing good prices and in 
general 1906 delivery iron is scarcely questioned as to 
price. Everything within this dating. calls for 
bonuses. The Pennsylvania Steel Co. sold during the 
week a heavy tonnage of special foundry metal on the 
basis of $25 per ton at its works. The feeling into 
1907 datings of delivery is crowding the earlier 
months. The supply necessary to take care of railway 
and building construction is being closely watched and 
contracts dating beyond the middle of 1907 are being 
placed to a greater extent than has heretofore been 
known. At the furnaces there is complaint of lack of 
labor and difficulty is experienced in getting cars for 
transportation of what iron is under contract and urg- 
ently required by melters. Some readjustments of con- 
tracts for future delivery have in a measure relieved 
the market, but a steady upward trend is looked for. 
Stocks of pig iron in foundry yards are being rapidly 
depleted and foundrymen whose pig iron contracts 
do not carry them through the year’s tequirements are 
in an uneasy state of apprehension.

COPPER STRONG. 


The rapidity of the increase in consumption of cop- 
per is among the marvels of all the metal markets 
of the world and despite the upward pressure of prices 
there seems at least a possibility that the production 
may not keep pace with the consumption at any con- 
sistent figure. During September copper advanced 
from 1834c to 20c for electrolytic and from 187%c to 
20%c for Lake. Large quantities were taken for do- 
mestic and foreign consumption for the balance of the 
year and also for deliveries during the first quarter 
of 1907. 

The London copper market reports the extreme fluc- 
tuations of copper for this year as follows:

In their October metal circular D. Houston & Co. 
say: “There is astonishing evidence that consumption 
of copper is on the gallop, and the swiftness with 
which copper has been taken off the market by eager 
consumers is the best proof adducible of the vastness 
of demand.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co.’s weekly report will say: Active 
inquiry and buying continue on a satisfactory scale, with 
tonnage for 1907 more in demand. Conditions generally are 
only slightly changed over past weeks, in that shortage of 
iron for balance of the year is more marked and production 
does not seem to be improving. Spot iron, except low grades, 
is almost impossible to get and the production in the South is 
being very seriously hampered by scarcity of labor. For this 
reason and on account of other obstacles toward a healthy 
output, pig iron is costing more than for a long period past 
and makers justify themselves on this account for any quota- 
tions which are being made on this and next year’s business. 

Basic and other steel making irons are at a premium and 
the demands on steel mills for product are most severe. In 
all lines of trade conditions are eminently favorable as far as 
the present is concerned. There is always, however, doubt 
expressed as to any extended continuance of great business 
activity. 

The fact that railroads are placing immense orders for 
future delivery for both structural material and new equip- 
ment in every way means that they either feel conditions have 
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come to stay or they are making delayed efforts to catch up 
with the prosperity band wagon, regardless of what may 
come up in the future. . 

The leading interest of the week in pig iron trade was 
the closing of the deal by which the steel corporation comes 
into actual possession of the largest and richest ore mines in 
the United States, with the solitary exception of the Lake 
Superior mines now owned by them. These were the Great 
Northern, the Northern Pacific and the J. W. Longyear in- 
terests. 

Some interesting reports on last year’s activity are being 
published. Chief among these show the production of coal 
and coke to have broken records, as did pig iron; 1905 with 
a coal output of over 392,900,000 tons made more than 11 
per cent increase in quantity over 1904. Production of coke 
likewise surpassed all previous years, amounting to more 
than 32,231,000 tons, an increase of 36 per cent over 1904 
output. The value of these products increased in even greater 
proportion—a 57 per cent increase in value for 1905 over 1904. 
and enterprises last year, prove what a high mark was 
reached. It is now conservatively believed that 1906 will 
surpass the remarkable records of 1905 in most, if not. all, 
cases. 

There is good demand for small lots of foundry coke 
and large inquiries for furnace fuel for the first and second 
quarters of next year. Favorite brands in all districts have 
the call and their order books are in excellent shape, quite 
an amount of business having been rejected by them going 
to other concerns. It is the time when quality of fuel obtains 
its justification by the insistence of buyers to have a brand 
they know will maintain its standard under the pressure of 
adverse winter conditions and advancing market. Prices in 
the case of some of these fuels are 25 and 50 cents a ton 
over general run of same district product. Some large con- 
tracts of furnace coke have been placed for delivery through- 
out 1907, it is reported this tonnage running in the neighbor- 
hood of two hundred thousand tons. 


Matthew Addy & Co. will say in their weekly report: 
One thing is becoming more and more certain in the pig 
iron trade, and it is that for a long time to come iron for 
quick shipment on new orders will be in exceedingly short 
supply. The furnaces have full. order books, and most of 
them are already behind on contract deliveries. As a 
matter of fact the furnaces have been having more than 
their share of troubles, so that they have not been able 
to turn out the expected tonnage. And now in the South 
they have just had a week of heavy rains, so that lime- 
stone quarries and open ore mines are flooded. In fact all 
outdoor operations have been practically suspended by the 
bad weather, so that at the very time when it was hoped 
things would begin to go better they are going worse. No 
furnace in the country has any suply of iron on hand in its 
yards as a reserve, and there are very few stocks of any 
consequence in the possession of consumers. Every mail 
is full of complaints regarding slow shipments on old orders. 
In addition there is a constant -inquiry for small lots. of 
spot iron, the particular demand being for the high class 
soft foundry grades. This kind of iron is all but unob- 
tainable, and a premium of about a dollar per ton over 
the prices ruling for 1907 is being asked. This is the 
consumer’s busiest time of the year, and there is no possi- 
bility that the furnaces will be in any better position to 
ship on new business during the balance of this year. So 
it is easy to see that for the next few months at least 
iron will be iron, so to speak. 

There is a universal opinion that present prices will 
be in force for the first half of 1907 and many of the best 
posted men in the trade think that they will continue all of 
next year. It is certain that most of the iron that can be 
made for the first half of 1907 will be sold before January 
1, for there is a steady buying movement that little by little 
is absorbing all of the furnace output for that time. 

During the week northern iron has gone to the basis 
of $19 f. 0. b. Ohio furnace, for No: 2. . Southern No. 2 
is being held at $15.50 for 1907, and prices are on the up 
grade.
